BERLIN, May |3. midnight (via Paris, May,15.)—Thougands of people headed by men 

carrying red flags surroundéd the Hotel Adlon late this afternoon, shouting, ‘“Throw out the Amer- 

icans!"" and “Kill the Entente!"’ 

The demonstration occurred after the great protest meeting of over 10,000 at the west front of the 

Reichstag building. As the crowd left the meeting, an impromptu parade was formed by people falling in 


line behind mer carrying the red flag. The procession passed through Brandenburg Gate into Pariser Platz. 
As the marchere neared the Adion they began shaking their fists at the hotel, jeering the Entente repre- 


sentatives stopping there. 

A great mass of people formed in 
front of the hotel, shouting that un- 
less the Entente officers were thrown 
out they would go in and get them. 
The excitement steadily increased, 
until] In about half an hour fifty 
government soldiers arrived on the 
Aoubie-quick with fixed bayonets and:

WEST POINT SENIORS 
TO STUDY IN EUROPE. 


CADETS TO VISIT BATTLEFIELDS 
TO LEARN WAR MAKING 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—For the 
firet time in the history of the Un'ted 
States practically the whole senior 
class of West Point is to be taken 
abroad to study war at first hand. 
In June or July 264 of the senior 
class are to be taken to France, Bel- 
gium, England and Germany. They 
will be under command of the acad- 
emy officers and such other Regular 
Army officers as may be designated 
by the General Staff. 

This will be no junket, but a schoo!

SAYS JAPAN IS ® 
CHINA’S FRIEND. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


mans from the Shantung Peninsula, 
following a two months siege, 
Japan took the initiative and of- 
fered to surrender to China the 
German leasehold upon the transfer 
to Japan by right of conquest of the 
said leased territory by the Peace 
Conference. voluntary of- 
fer to restore it to China was, of 
course, of the greatest advantage 
to China, as China was entirely pow- 
erless to recover by her own means, 
her territorial sovereignty in 
Shantung, for seventy-five years 
more. 

“The treaty of 1916 placed China 
in a position to recover this im- 
portant advantage without sacrifio- 
ing either blood or treasure. There- 
fore the treaty of 1915 was not an 
unfair transaction, but was excep- 
tionally advantageous from China's 
viewpoint. So far as the territorial 
integrity of China is concerned it is 
for these reasons, entirely in favor 
of China. 

“There remains the second kind 
of concession, the economic conces- 
sion which Japan was to retain in 
her hands ae in the days of German 
occupation. Here again Japan's good 
will towards China went so far as 
to offer to withdraw her civil and 
military administration from the 
railway tone by withdrawing troops 
and police forces, and making the 
Shantung-Tsinan railway a joint on- 
terprise of Japan and China  in- 
stead of an absolutely foreign ad- 
ministration as it was under the 
German occupation. 

“That was the purport of the ac- 
cord of Beptember, 1918. Thus Chi- 
na acquired by the treaty of 1915 
the recovery of her entire territorial 
sovereignty and by the accord of 
1918 she further acquired partici- 
pation in the administration of the 
former German railway from Kiao- 
to Tsinan. 

“When Japan took possession. of 
Kiao-Chow by force of arms in 1914, 
China remained neutral. Japan's ac- 
tion in Shantung even met with pro- 
test from China. Since November, 
1914, Japan occupied Kiao- 
Chow and the rallway zone from the 
port to Tsinan, the capital of the 
province, by right of conquest. Three 
years afterward, that is, in 1917, 
China declared war frgainst Ger- 
many. But the declaration of war 
remained only on paper, there being 
no German forces in China then 
and China having sent none of her 
foree abroad. China'‘'s declaration of 
war could not possibly change the 
state of things which had existed 
since 1914. 

“Therefore, the Chinese argumont 
that China's declaration of war 
against Germany had ipso facto an- 
nulled the leasehold treaty of 1698 
had no llega) ground, in view of the 
fact that Japan had three years 
before China's declaration of war 
replaced Germany in Shantung. 

“These are the plain facts and I 
leave it to the American public to 
judge from these facts whether there 
was the least tract of unfairness :on 
Japan's part in this, perhaps over- 
generous, transaction with China.”

Charlies G. Little of New- 
buryport, Mass.. who was given 
charge of the C-5 after her crew 
bundied off to bed aboard the cruiser 
Chicago, was almost carried away 
by the fugitive gas bag while mak- 
ing a nervy attempt to defiate it. 

Seated in the blimp’s nacelle when 
she broke away, he selzed the rip 
cord and gave a tug which should 
have opened up the big envelope 
and permitted the gaa to escape. The 
cord broke and Lieut. Little, realis- 
ing he would be unable to bring the 
ship down, leaped out from a height 
of twenty-fve feet. His only in- 
jury was a aprained ankle. 

LONG 8BSTRUGGLE FOLLOWS. 

The escape of the C-5 followed « 
long estruggie by sailors from the 
cruiser Chicago to prevent its in- 
jury when gusty winds swept ecross 
ite mooring place tn Quidivid! Basin 
and began to swing it about. Several! 
sailors clinging to guy ropes were 
thrown down by the dirigibie’s final 
tug, but none was injured. 

A landing crew of 100 men une 
der the direction of Lieut. Little 
had fought with the gale for con- 
trol of the C-5 for six hours before 
it broke away. 

Wholly unsheltered from the 
wind-swept field, the dirigible 
pitched and bucked, stripping her 
bottom of canvas and then tearing 
the bow planes away. Fenders were 
placed to blunt the shock, and the 
men of the landing crew rode wildly 
as they clung to the cAr through 
its oscillations under succeeding 
gusts of wind, endeavoring te 
save ft. 

When the wind rose from thirty 
miles an hour to forty the riggina 
om the nose of the nacelle gave 
way and it was decided to deflate 
the, envelope. 

SHIP ABANDONED. 

Mechanics Who were working on 
the engines were ordered to aban- 
con ship, Lieut. Little remaining 
and endeavoring to pull the rip 
and deflate the envelope. 

Thrashed wildly by the wind, the 
gas bag rebounded and every stay 
enapped, Little gave another 
tug at the rip cord and it breke. 
Me leaped from the ship as the big 
bag rose and soared off. 

e loss of the blimp was a bitter 
disappointment to Lieutenant Com- 
mander Emery W. Coll and his crew 
of five. They had brought the big¢ 
ore over a 1800 mile course from 
Montauk Point with a record they 
were confident would have brought 
the coveted order from the Navy 
Department to attempt the overseas 
fight. 

The C-5 performed perfectly, the 
weather “did not perform nearly so 
well,” one of the crew said. 

“It was the roughest ride I've ever 
had,” he declared, “but was due to 
the ‘bumpy’ condition of the at- 
mosphere, not to the ship.” 

At times, he continued, the winds 
careened the big ship until its en- 
gines stood on end and stopped, but 
as soon as the ship righted itself, 
the motors went to work again. 

LOST IN THE FOG. 

The dirigible wae loat in the for 
for a time todav over Avalon 
Peninsula, southeastern point of 
Newfoundland. For two hours she 
cruised about, seeking the landing 
field here, which was known to the 
crew only radio description. 
Radio directions received from the 
base served only to complicate the 
situation, for while the base was 
sending the bearings of the sending 
station the nagivators 
interpreted them as the C-5's bear- 
ings from the station. 

Eventually, Commander Cot 
sighted a narrow-gauge railroad 
which he followed to St. John’s. The 
town of Topsail was recognized and 
a direct course laid which took the 
dirigible over Signal Harbor and the 
narrow mouth of the harbor, for a 
sharp turn north through Cuokold’s 
cove toward Quidividi Valley. 

MAKE GOOD GANDING. 

Lieut. J. V. Lawtence was at the 
wheel and effected 'a landing that 
elicited exclamation’ of appreciation 
from British airmen to 
welcome the airship. 

Commander Coll gave much of the 
credit for the flight from Montauk 
Point to his Lieut. Lawrence 
and Ensign D. P.. Campbell. The 
cold during the trip, he said, waa 
almost numbing at times, but the 
pilots hung on gamely although they 
were compelled to divide thelr turns 
at the wheel into short shifts. 

The ship occasionally made as 
high as seventy miles an hour, 
though the average for the trip was 
only forty-eight. The direct course 
from Montauk was 1200 miles, but 


an additional 100 miles was 
traversed in seeking the landing 
place. 


BLIMP 18 LOCATED, 
(BY A P. NIGUT WIRE.) 

ST. JOHN'S (N, F.) May 15.-—The 
United States Navy dirigible C-5, 
which escaped from ita moorings 
here this afternoon, dropped into 
the sea about eighty-five miles off- 
shore, aconrding to a radio message 
received tonight by the cruiser Chi- 
cago from an unidentified British.

DESTROYER IN PURSBUTT.

LOSS DISAPPOINTING. 

The loss of the C-5 was peculiarly 
disappointing, in view of @ message 
received by the department from the 
airship's commander, filed just be- 
fore the ship broke away, which 
made it obvious she and her crew 
were ready to proceed without delay 
on a direct flight for Europe. The 
message as published by the de- 
partment -follows: 

“C-5 arrived safely at St. John's 
at 10 a.m. Trip a complete success. 
Ready to proceed immediately upon 


refueling, and few hours’ rest 
for crew. Whole crew in excellent 
physical condition. No. difficulties

While the department has never 
stated definitely it intended to send 
C-5 on to Europe and has con- 
sistently maintained the trip from 
Montauk Point, New York, to St.

But if, not- 
withstanding this prohibition, «a 
brewer in fact manufacturers and 
sells such beer, he is liable for the

The result of the two laws 
is that he its both liable for the 
tax and subject to prosecution. I 
am therefore of the opinion not only 
that the tax may be lawfully collect- 
ed, but that it is the duty of the 
proper officer to collect it, where 
beer has been ufactured and 
withdrawn for sale in violation of 
the food control act and the regu- 
lations thereunder.”

“The Attorney-General] reaches a 
similar conclusion with respect to 
the act of November 21, 1918, which 
makes it unlawful after May 1, 
1919, to use grain or other food 
products In the manufacture of beer, 
wine or other intoxicating malt or 
vinous liquor for beverage pur- 
poses.

VETERANS’ GLAD WELCOME: 


Los Angeles Cheers Returning Members 
of Hundred Seventeenth Engineers. 


War's grim lessons were forgot- 
ten for a few hours yesterday by the 
members of the One Hundred and 
Seventeenth Engineers in the din of 
the nolsy, exultant greeting and the 
emotional, heart-felt welcome of 
their relatives and friends that sig- 
nalized thpir home-coming after 
eighteen months’ service with the 
Rainbow Division of the American 
army on the tragic battlefields of 
France. Home came to them with 
a new meaning as these 236 stalwart 
California bove, all of them belong- 
ing ‘to Los Angeles homes, as they 
set: foot once more on familiar 
ground and marched through a 
lane of joyous townspeople lining the 
sidewalks while the blasts of fac- 
tory whistles, the honk of horna, 
and the hurrahe of friends rang in 
their ears. Beyond a doubt it was 
the sweetest music they had heard 
since the powerful machine of war 
—one year and a half ago-—swept 
them into the furnace of battle, un- 
der the heat of German guna, and 
proved their manhood in the test 
that took eighteen of their number 
beyond the threshold of life's great 
adventure. 

That number were left on the soil 
of France, though the memory of 
their service was refreshed. «a 
memorialized yesterday by th 
eighteen gold stars in the service 
flag presented to the members of 
Co. F by their local women's auxil- 
lary. This presentation was one of 
the’ interesting happenings incident 
to the arrival of the fighting enzi-

neers at the Santa Fe station, around 
which several hundred relatives and 
friends of the returning soldiers 
gathered long before the arrival of 
the troop train at 7 o'clock a.m., in 
command of Lieut. J. G. Chestley, 
formerly of the City Engineer's of- 
fice; Lieut. G. M. Davidson, son of 
William Davidson, County Engineer, 
and Lieut. H. A. Reif. 

“From the Pacific to the Rhine” 
was the legend emblazoned on 4 
huge streamer hung from the side 
of the eight-car troop train from 
which the boys, happy to be alive 
and overjoyed to be under a Calli- 
fornia sun once more, poured from 
the cars and permitted themselves 
to be stampeded by their waiting 
hosts. All the boys showed their 
delight at the recention prepared 
for them, accepting with  half- 
abashed surprise the flowers and 
garlands that were hung about their 
necks or pinned to their uniforms, 
though few could be coaxed into a 
story of their experiences in the war 
zope. They were eager enough, 
however, to unlimber their joints 
from the kinks accumulated on thair 
long transcontinental journey and 
then refresh themselves with the 
breakfast prepared by the waiting 
Red Cross workers,

Service Half Century. 


Missouri on Notable 
Cruise Around W orld. 


Rear-Admiral Robert M. Doyl4, 
commander of the North Pacific 
fleet, is en route here from Pearl 
Harbor, Hawall, with the avowed 
intention of retiring from the navy 
and spending the remainder of his 
days in this city. 

News of his coming was received 
yesterday by his brother, H. H. 
Doyle, of 4160 Dalton avenue, who 
is employed in the office of the 
County Clerk. In his letter the 
admira)] stated that immediately up- 
on his arrival in San Francisco on 
the transport Sheridan, May 27, he 
would leave for New York to see 
his son, Lieutenant-Commander 
Robert Doyle, bring a fleet of sub- 
marine chasers tnto port, and that 
he would then seek retirement in 
order to make his home in Los An- 
geles. 

Admiral Doyle has been in the 
navy fifty-one years, but there !s 
no certainty that the government 
will retire him, because he sought 
retirement just before the outbreak 
of the Puropean war, when he was 
stationed at Bremerton, Wash., and 
was tmmediately detailed to take 
Charge of naval affaire at Pearl 
Harbor, where he has since been 


stationed. 

The admiral «radvated from An- 
napolis in 1876 and as an ensign 
was assigned to the Marion, a «ail- 
ing warship. Later he took charre 
of the Minnesota, and tn the course 
of time was assigned to the Balti- 
more, our first steel warship, which 
conveyed the body of John Ericsson 
of Monttor fame back to Sweden. 

He was navigation officer of the 
Dixie during the Cuban campaign, 
Afterward he was made inepector 
of steel at the Bethlehem mills. 
When the State Department was 
having trouble with Honduras, he 
went down there with the Chicago 
and succeeded in restoring friendly 
diplomatic relationa. He took the 
Missouri! around the world with the 
American. fleet and then returned to 
Norfolk, where he had charge of 
the navy vards until 1912 when he 
was sent to Bremerton, Wash... as 
commander of the Pacific reserve 
fleet. He has been fn the United 
States Navy since long before it 
adopted vessels of steel construc- 
tion.

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ERMANY'S PROTESTATIONS. 

Despite threats of defiance hurled by 
German mobs and captious objections raised 
by the German peace commissioners there 
is nothing tangible in the European cables 
on which to base a conclusion, or even a 
suspicion, that Germany will refuse to sign 
the peace treaties. It was not the expec- 
tation of the peace commissioners that Ger- 
many would willingly acquiesce in the hun- 
dred-odd renunciations which the treaty coh- 
tains. The treaty was drawn in the full 
knowledge that Germany would only accept 
it under compulsion; and the German gov- 
ernment well knows that the Allies are in 
position to enforce every article and every 
section, regardiess of the attitude of the 
representatives of the German people. 

Germany's colonies are disposed of in the 
treaty, and the mandatory nations are 
named. These nations wil! begin.their im- 
mediate surveillance without worrying over 
Germany's consent. The transfer of former 
German terrftory in Europe to other peoples 
is also fully stipulated. Germany's consent is 
not necessary for the reconstitution of Po- 
land. Allied commissioners, supported by 
Allied armies, will see to it that the new 
owners are put in peaceful possession of 
their property. Certain indemnity payments 
are named in the treaty. If the German 
people refused to make these payments as 
stipulated, then the Allied conference will 
appoint a commission to supervise the levy- 
ing and collection of the necessary taxes. 

Briefly, if the German government and 
the German people decline to accept the 
terms which the Allies have made for them 
it will then be in order for the Allies to 
establish a protectorate over Germany. sup- 
ported by an army of occupation for whose 
maintenance Germany must pay. Ger- 
many's “‘No” just now means no more than 
the protestation of innocence entered by 
the prisoner at the bar after he has been 
convicted and the judge is about to pro- 
nounce sentence. The only hope of the 
prisoner is that it may aid him in securing 
& pardon at some iater date. That is the 
kernel of the protestations of the German 
commissioners. Count von Brockdorff-Rant- 
Zau has announced that the treaty cannot 
be signed because ft would be impossible 
for Germany to fulfill its terms. That may 
sound ominous to the faint-hearted; but 
in diplomatic patois—and there is a patois 
in diplomacy as distinct from the ordinary 
language of peoples as that of the slums— 
IT MEANS no more than that the treaty 
WILL BE SIGNED UNDER PROTEST. that 
& precedent is éstablished for seeking to es- 
cape-later from some of its more rigorous 
restrictions. 

Ever since receiving the peace terms the 
German commissioners have been working 
feverishly to find some ground for objec- 
tion which will lead to a reconsideration of 
the treaty by the Allies, with a view to 
modification. They believe that if they can 
once bring the Allies’ commissioners to 
open negotiations with them they may be 
able to awaken rancors among the Allied 
peoples themselves and thus secure a befter 
bargain for Germany. It is an old diplo- 
matic trick, and one that the peace com- 
missioners fully provided against when the 
peace terms were drafted. The world is 
too much alive to realities to be fooled by 
any German camoufiage; and The Times is 
serene in ite belief that the peace treaty 
(perhaps slightly modified) will be signed, 
and within the time limit fixed when the 
German commissioners were called to Paris. 


ONFUSION WORSE CONFOUNDED. 

Situations arise when power is to be 
shunned rather than desired, when the au- 
tocrat finds himself in the position of the 
umpire at a ball game impelled to give a 
close decision against the home team. It is 
one of these crises that now confronts Gov. 
Stephens in the form of the community 
property bills passed by the recent Legis- 
lature. As the Legislature has adjourned 
the Governor's veto would be final. He has 
been urged to withhold his signature from 
the community property acts by the united 
bar associations of the State, by most of the 
chambers of commerce, boards of trade, 
trust companies and banking institutions, 
all of whom allege that there are grave 
defects In the bills and that their enactment 


tive programme of the Women's Legislative 


States Senate is not likely to relish 
down upon his head the ire of all 
these women by vetoing their pet bills. 
During the recent legislative session two 
sets of community-property bills were in- 
troduced by the women's legislative lobby. 
One set went to the Senate and the other 
to the Assembly. The Committee on Ju- 


diciary in both houses added certain amend- 


ments before the bills were finally passed. 
Neither faction would yield to the other. 
The Assembly insisted that 


concur in its amendments. The bills final- 
ly went to a free conference; a compro- 
mise was hastily patched up in the closing 
days of the session and four community- 
property bills were passed. These bills are 
now before the Governor for final action. 
A glance at the bills reveals the intent 
of the women in demanding amended com- 
munity property laws. Under the present 
law the husband has the management of 
community property and is its titular own-

which would take from the husband any- 
thing which he now possesses. 

If the present bills were signed a hus- 
band could neither accept nor extend credit 
in his business without the written consent 
of his wife in each instance. A power of 
attorney would not apply. In addition to 
the business confusion which would be oc- 
casioned, the written consent of the wife 
would immediately place in jeopardy the 
whole of her private fortune. Under the 
present law a wife's personal fortune can’ 
not be attached for the debts of the hus- 
band. But as soon as she affixes her sig- 
nature to a note permitting an extension of 
credit her private property, as well as that 
of the husbend, is pledged to the payment 
of the debt. 

If the husband failed in business—and it 
is well to remember that 70 per cent. of all 
business ventures are failures—the private 
fortune of the wife would be involved, some 
thing which the women themselves never 
intended. 

In a credit transaction the wholesaler 
and the retailer would each have to see that 
the wife of the other approved. A woman 
could not take a trip to the mountains or 
the seashore in summer, leaving hubby at 
home to provide the meal ticket. She would 
have to be right there on the job or the 
business would cease to function. Such a 
law places an appreciable premium on bach- 
elorhood, something which women habitual- 
ly seek to penalize. 

On the other hand, banks would deal at 
their peril with a man claiming to be sin- 
gle. He might be married, and the wife 
could recover from the bank for paying out 
money on checks signed by the man only; 
for under the new laws all checks would 
have to be signed by both wife and husband. 

Under new laws the wife could dis 
pose of her husband's business by will 
to children by a former husband, and at 
death the business would have to be 
. A going concern could thus be 
to practical bankruptcy and a wid- 
husband deprived, through no fault 
own, of a means of earning a liveli- 
Such a condi- 


ny time a difference arose between hus- 
band and wife the business would stop. In 
case of partnerships where two or three 
families were concerned loss and confusion 
would then be unavoidable. 

These defects are not imaginary. They 
are set forth in detail in briefs filed with 
Gov. Stephens by the representatives of 
the various associations and organizations 
that are asking him not to permit the bills 
to become laws. Apparently members of 
the Women’s Legislative Council themselves 
recognize that the bills do not give the re-

NDIA, BOLSHEVISM AND AMERICA. 

By what is known as the Rowlatt bill, 
India has taken a just and very determined 
step toward stamping out the Bolsheviki. 
At an early date, when Bolshevism showed 
signe of spreading, Mr. Justice Rowlatt, 
with several others, was commissioned to 
investigate and report upon the menace. 
He found that the movement was being fos- 
tered and encouraged by a great many 
young men of the upper classes and by 
members of the military. 

As a result of the investigation the Row- 
latt bill was drafted and passed. It pro- 
vides for the arrest up®n the written order 
of the local government of anyone who has 
given grounds to be thought guilty of a se- 
rious crime. Anarchy is mentioned as be- 
ing a ‘serious crime.” 

There is a provision which permits, under 
the same authority, the searching of prem- 
ises thought to be used for revolutionary 
or anarchial purposes. 

With customary generosity the red lead- 
ers have sacrificed truth for the good of the 
cause, Recently they promulgated “Humil- 
jation Day” throughout India as a protest 
against the new law. This demonstration 
was made possible by misrepresenting dif- 
ferent clauses of the act. The anarchists led 
the natives to believe that, should three of 
them be found engaged in conversation, they 
would be arrested. They said, too, that the 
government intended to search without war- 
rant. There was some rioting in the United 
Provinces, but, as a whole, the day was 
unsuccessful. 

Like a great many laws now tn effect in 
foreign countries, this one could be trans- 
posed to America and we would be the 
gainers. We are altogether too lax in re- 
gard to the red peril. We know it exists. 
We know it must be strangled. But we 
lack the initiative or something else to put 
it through. 

Congress should pass a similar law. The 
only change would be to repose the author- 
ity to issue warrants in the hands of the 
Federal secret service. This would meah 
action, swift and sure, without the injustice 
and bias sometimes credited to local organ- 
izations. 

During the war the secret service inves- 
tigated innumerable cases and made many 
arrests. Of the persons arrested, all but 
a very, very few were convicted. This 
branch of the government should be en- 
larged to cope with this new scourge. With- 
in one year after this move was made there 
would not be much danger from this dread- 
ed infection.

Succeeding “The Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table” in a fine vein of 
New England humor, tenderness and 
philosophy comes the Democrat of 
the Sweet Out-doors in a delicious 
book by Arthur G. Staples, editor of 
the Lewiston (Me.) Journal—a book 
entitled “Just Talks on Common 


Things ;" a compilation of gems from 
the author's pen, which have been 
printed in the Journal from time to 
time. 

A book, we say, as delicious as 
old New England's maple syrup. As 
delicious as old New England's 
“Twice Told Tales.” As delicious as 
the amiable wit of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes or the inimitable senten- 
tiousness of Frank Dingley. It has 
the flavor of leafy Maine and the 
ambrosia of bookish Bowdoin in its 
smack. While it breathes the piney 
odors of Seboomook, it is fragrant 
of the culture of the world's libra- 
ries, from Rabelais and Horace to 
Thoreau and Emerson. Its range of 
discussion runs from “Keeping a 
Dog” and “Feather Beds” to “The 
Plag” and “Stoic Philosophy.” It 
plays dramatically with a nightgown 
aud gets a laugh out of a baldric. 

“Is there any man,” the author 
asks, “who sits back in his boat and 
fishes, not feeling that he is an al- 
moner of God?" | 

“No person should buy a hat for 
another person,” remarks this phi- 
losopher in his treatise on hats— 
“and yet no woman should buy her 
own hat. This seems foolish and 
contradictory, yet it works out that 
way. In my opinion a war board 
should be appointed to buy women's 
hats. No woman should invest in a 
hat until it has been passed on by 
the Shipping Board and the Fuel Ad- 
ministrator, looked over by Josephus 
Daniels and tried on by Woodrow 
Wilson. 

“The old-fashioned straw hat that 
I wore when a boy could be run 
through the mowing machine and 
chewed up by the bull and yet be 
‘good enough to wear again.’ 

Listen to this wholesome senti- 
ment on “The Quieter Road,” 
friends: 

“To be decent you should not ride 
over six miles an hour.

They 
are pure waste.” 

“The hen,” he says, in his 
“Thoughts on the Hen,” “is without 
steering apparatus, either mental or 
moral.” 

And he turns to the pond lilies 
that “gem the green shores of the 
stream and lie out there ix all the 
| glory of God’s own beauty—the sug- 
gestion of the utility of perfume and 
loveliness.” 


ON FEATHER BEDS. 

We must quote this amusing in- 
trospection : 

“I bave slept on a feather bed in 
summer in the bot attic of a story- 
and-a-half country farm house, after 
a day when the thermometer had 
been 95 degrees in the shade, one 
window in the reom and that about 
as big as the seat of my pants, crick- 
ets chirruping ‘more heat’ outside, 
corn growing so that vou could hear 
it, distant bullfrogs droning and my- 
self snugly and cosily ensconced in 
a feather bed that kept crawling up 
around me with its hot hands and 
enveloping my system. I believe 
that after a youth devoted to such 
hot times in the old town a man is 
proof against dissipation in this 
world and the next. Sure thing, he 
knows what heat is! 

“Under the feather bed was a bed 
made of corn husks. Everything 
right off the farm, as it were! And 
under that was a corded bed. Did 
you ever cord up a bed? There is 
some fun you have missed! You 
must be a man or else a farmerette 
to do ‘t modestly. The cord runs 
from side to side and then longitu- 
dinally, making neat little squares, 
through which you penetrate your 
leg and tighten the cord. Then you 
have a mallet and a wooden bed pin 
which latter you drive into the holes 
in the side of the bed to hold the 
@ed cord preparatory to tightening 
it. Then the bed falls down. It al- 
ways did and it always would. The 
proper way to tighten a bed was to 
walk down in the cross-cords and 
pull up the longitudinal cords. And 
if you were smart and strong you 
could lift yourself by your own bed 
cord. If there was anything I would 
rather not.do as a boy it was to cord 
up a bed. There was only one thing 
that had it tied to the spare tire and 
that was changing the tick on a 
feather bed. 

“That was annual. You could tell 
when the neighbors were doing it in 
the spring by the flight of feathers. 
They would settle miles away and, 
as they came floating down, mother 
would pick one up and say, “That 
is Mrs. Tyler's feathers. She is 
changing ticks. Sonny, you get 
ready for tomorrow.’ 

“I know of nothing more depress- 
fing than to shoulder a feather bed— 
the goose feathers or the hen's feath- 
ers of which has segregated in the 
southwest corner of the tick—bring 
it downstairs, out of doors into the 
warm and unsanitary region back of 
the barn and proceed to change ticks 
by removing the feathers from one 
to another, meantime endeavoring to 
reanimate the feathers. You can 
do about so much in this world. But 
you can’t put much pep into a dis- 
couraged hen's feather. 

“I found that out when young and 
then and there declared that what- 
ever business I adopted it would 
not be that of feather encourager. 

“I have known good old couples 
who have slept all of their lives to- 
gether on a feather bed, over a husk 
| bed, over a corded bed. It was as 


unsanitary as drinking out of a wa- 
ter tumbler. But they lived to old 
age. I don’t know how they did it. 
Yes—I do. They had boys who cord- 
ed up the ved and manicured the 
feathers. Some of the boys out 
lived it. They are now sleeping on 
something other than feather beds. 
It only goes to show that SOME

JOBS FOUND AT 
MINIMUM COST. 


We Lead Country in Placing 
Service Men, ’Tis Said. 


Work for Five Thousand is 
Found Through Bureau. 


Cost Per Fighter Figures Out 
at Below Twenty Cents. 


Establishing a cost record that is 
said to excel that of any city of the 
United States, the five thousandth 
man to be provided’ with employ- 
ment through the Soldiers’ and Sail- 
ors Replacement Bureau went out 
from this organization's headquar- 
ters in the North City Hall Annex 
yesterday afternoon. 

E. H. Bagby, chairman of the bu- 
reau, stated yesterday that these 
5000 men have’ been placed in jobs 
at a cost of 19.98 cents per man. 
The bureau was established by May- 
or Woodman for the purpose of tak- 
ing up the slack in the labor sit- 
vation caused by the returning sol- 
diers. The Council financed the or- 
iginal installation for the bureau, 
and since that time the entire ex- 
penses have been met by donations 
from war organizations and the 
Chamber of Commerce. Through 
Col. L. J. Mygatt, commandant of 
the Arcadia Balloon School, ar- 
rangements were made for the hold- 
ing of a balloon schoo! circus, the 
entire proceeds of which were 
turned over to this bureau for the 
purpose of helping place returned 
wervice men in jobs. The amount 
this contributed was $10,190. 

The bureau was opened, January 
156, and on May 15. the record of 
placing the five thousandth man was 
reached. The remarkable record of 
cost may be appreciated when it is 
considered, bureau officials deciared., 
that at private employment agencies 
one-third of the first months’ salary 
is charged for securing a job for 
the applicant, and that this ranges 
from $20 to $498.
